Cato anid Brutus would have fully 
anfwered our Charaéter of the truly 
great Man, had they been 4s great int 
Suffering as in Aion, and died ag — 

reatly as they liv'd: But dying by. 
shietr Die Hands, becaufe Ca/ar had 
deftroy’d the Liberties of their . 
Country, they thew’d rather a fudlfed 
S:abbornnefi, and high Pride of Heart,’ 
than true Grearnéjs. ‘They had in- 


D deed great Benevolence and Love of

Liberty, but wanted Fortitude snd 
Refolution, to bear the préfent State 
of Things, and wait Events, 
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the Boyne, (after he was King ;) was 
unfuccefsful in his Wars abroad, and 
harrafs'd by fagtious Men at homes 
yet ftill ftruggled on, and never de- 
{ferted the glorious Caufe; but, when 
dying, haftened the depending Bills, 
efpecially tat, on which his Heart 
was fet, for /ett/ing the Sacceffion to 
the Crown in the prefent royal Family ; 
wifhed he could live, and head an 
Army againft a treacherous and tyran- 
nical Prince ; but yet, greatly fub- 
mitted to the Order of Nature, and 
the irreverfible Decrees of Providence. 
The late Czar of Mufcovy was a 
great Man, atid feem'd raifed up on 
Purpofe to form a new People; of 
Brutes he made Mez, and humaniz’d 
Savages: He travelled about the 
World, like the ancient Sages, to 
fetch home afeful Arts and Sciences; 
was skilled in them all, and exercis’d 
himfelf in them all; and was, at 
once, the great Father and Example 
of Indufiry. He had, indeed, fome 
Faults ; but perhaps fuch is the Na- 
ture of Things in this World, that 
no great Good can be produc’d with- 
out fome Evil. 
But tho’ every great Man muft be 
a good Man, it does not follow, that 
every good Man is a great Man: 
Other Qualifications and Abilities are 
neceflary. What is called Learning, 
viz. the Knowledge of Lanewazes, 
and the a5/fru/e Arts and Sciences, is 
not indeed necefiary:. A Man may 
be great without any of them, and 
mean With them all. Lord Bacon, 
tho’ fo covered with Learning, that 
his Sen/e could not often be feen thro’ 
it, was one of the sreane? Men in 
the World ; gicious. in Profperity, 
and an abje Coward in Adveriity. 
The Axnowledge which is necefjary 
to aft in bringing about great De- 
figus for the publick Good, js the 
nowledge of Auman Nature; which 
is got by converfing with all Sorts of 
Men ; and a ready and quick Difcern- 
ment of the Differences and Variety 
of the Pafions, A good Memary is

alfo necefiary to regifter .all the Ma- 


terials to be ufed for carrying on ex-

There muft alfo be a ftrong, nervous, 
manly Eloquence, a natural eafy A/-

Our great Man muftralfo appear 
difinterefted, be generous and magni- 
ficent, and {pare no Money neceflary 
to fupport him in that Power, which 
is requifite to perfect the Schemes he 
has laid for the Good of his Country.

that of tying the Dead to the Living. 

What Profpeét of Happinefs can 
vou have, when you confider that 
Avarus will carry you to hisHoule as 
his Purchaje? for he can’t think he 
has any other Property in you than 
what he paid for.

F TER thewing that the Pa/-

Pleafure, and might have ufed -his 
Slave as he pleafed. He was fmitten 
with her Beauty, and acquainted her 
with its; but fhe received him with 
Horror, declared fhe was pre-engag’d 
to one of her own Country, and 
even produc’d her Lover to’ plead 
with his potent Rival. Scipio heard 
them with Uneafinefs, ‘appear’d irre- 
folate, but condefcended to declare 
his Mind at another Interview. The 
Time came, the General took his 
Seat, the Guards attended; and the 
Lady and her Lover threw themfelves 
at his Feet, all in Tears, under the 
greateft Apprehenfion and Perplexity. 
The Soldiers themfelves were moved 
with Pity ; and Scipio rifing from his 
Seat, lifted the Lovers from the 
Ground, joined their Hands, dried 
their Tears, and made them for ever 
happy ‘in each other.

Author. 


TY LUS was an Inftrument, fharp 

at one End and broad at the 
other, ufed to write Charaéters in 
waxen ‘Table-Books, or to cancel 
what was written. From the In- C 
frument the Signification Was tranf- 
ferred to the Aét of Writing; and 
was likewife appropriated to Com- 
pofing: And becaufe a judicious 
Author fhould correét as well as 
write, Quintilian pretcribes' the Ufe 
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two Parts, Purity and Ornament 3 
which feems to be his Senfe, who 
preferibes, Us Verba fint latina, aperta, 
ornata: Latina, that they do not 
break the Laws of receiv’d Grammar = 
Aperta, by Propriety and Ule: Or- 
nata, with Tropes and Figures. 
But if this be all, we cannot rightly 
call Elocution, Sty/v. The judicious 
Placing of Words and Figures is alfo 
neceflary: Hence the belt Maiters 
recommend Evegance, Compofition and 
Dignity. Under the firit is under- 
ftood the Latinifim of the Romans, 
Hellenifm of the Greeks, and Tufca- 
nilm of the Italians, &c. according 
to the Language. Compofition exprefies 
the good Placing of Words and Peri- 
ods; and Dignity, the Ornament 
which the Writing receives. from 
Figures. 

In fine, a Difcourle fhould be clear 
and perfpicuous, which is.chiefly de- 
rived from the Propriety of it ; but 
Difcretion muft preicribe a Meafure, 
that it be not low’ and grovelling.

Certain Writers with Matter for a 
olume of Panegyrick on their Pa- 
a and was furprized to find the 
— Merit of that Gentleman re- 
uced to the converting one Tax 
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into another, of more than equal 
Value. 

He then falls particularly upon the 
Author of the Pamphlet about the 
Reda&ion of the Land-Tax, to which 
he oppofes another Pamphlet, enti- 
tled, The Cafe of the Revival of the 
Salt-Duty fully fiated and examined ; 
(fee p. 130.) and then with his ufual 
Sneer proceeds thus : 

The third Rejection of the Penfion 
Bil might have been defcanted on 
by him [the forementioned Author] 
for the Honour of his Patron; but 
perhaps he might be for leaving that 
to the Pen of that excellent Prelate, 
who obferv’d laft Year, that fuch a 
Bill tended to render the Houfe of 
Commons independent of the Crown. 

There was another Bill, for making 
more efeiual toe Laws for better qua- 
lifying Members of Parliament ; 
which was thrown out: And here 
the Letter-writer might alfo have ex- 
toll’d the Wifdom of his Patron, who 
firft endeavoured to fruftrate the In- 
tent of this Bill by a Claufe for qua- 
lifying Money’d Men to fit in the 
Houfe of Commons; whichmeeting 
with the juft Indignation of the 
Houfe, he thought fit to withdraw 
his Queftion.

From hence proceeded thofe dutiful 
Remonftrances on one Side, and pe- 
remptory ve pe on the other, whicli 
Have agitated the whole Kingdom of 
France, and engag’d the A:tention of 
all Europes for above a Year. (For 
this fee p. 169.) The Parliament, 
notwithitanding the King’s Menaces, 
renew'd their Complaints, and in- 
fitted on their Claims, with a Firfi- 
nefs, which would have done Ho- 
nour to the antient Romans. At 
Length, many of them refign’d thei 

Employments, rathér than give up 
their antient Rights by a fervile 
Compliance. Some of them have 
been already banifh’d, and others 
linprifon’d on this Account; and 
how the Affair will end, none can 
pictend to determine.

Prejcience and Free Will. Ovcafionea 
by a lately revived Difpate cu thofe 
Subjects. 

E A S to the Decrces of God, 
fecret Things belong unto the 

Lord, and therefore are not the 

proper Objeéts of our Enquiries ; 

but, as for thofe Things which are 
revealed, which belong to us, we 
find not any fuch Reprefentations 

F of them, as would make us look 
upon ourfelves under a fatal Neceflity 
in all our Adtions. 

As to the Prefcience of God if 
upon other Accounts the Actions of 
Men may be free, the bare Certainty 
of the Divine Foreknowledge can ne- 

G ver be proved to deftroy that Freedom. 

All that the Oppofers of Liberty 
have ‘ever urged, or can urge, upon 
this Head, amounts only to this, 
* That Foreknowledge implies Cer- 

' * tainty, 
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* tainty, and Certainty implies Ne- 
* ceflity.” But neither does Certainty 
imply Neceflity, nor does Fore- 
knowledge imply any other Cer- 
tainty, than would be equally in 
Things, tho’ there was no Fore- 
knowledge. For (fir/?) the Certainty 
of Foreknowledge does not caufe the 
Certainty of Things ; but is itfelf 
founded on the Reality of their Ex- 
iflence. Whatever now is, ‘tis cer- 
tain that it is; and it was Yefterday, 
and from Eternity, as certainly true, 
that the Thing would be to Day, as 
it is now certain that itis. And this 
Certainty of Event is equally the 
fame, whether the Thing were fore- 
known or not. The Manner how 
God can forefee future Things with- 
out a Chain of neceffary Caufes, is 
impoflible for us to explain. Some 
indeed have undertaken this ; fome 
fay he forefees them in /pecule volun- 
tatis: Others fay, the Eternity of 
God is aétually commenfurate to all 
Duration, and thet he does‘ not fo 
properly forefee, as fee future Things. 
But this 1s but to darken Difficulties 
with a Shew of Knowledge. (Secomd/y) 
Certainty of Event does not imply 
Neceflity. For, let a Fatalift fup- 
pofe, that there was in Man a Power 
of beginning Motion, i. ¢. of aéting 
freely; and Jet him fuppofe farther, 
if he pleale, that thofe Aétions could 
not be foreknown; will there not 
yet, notwithitanding this Suppofition, 
be, in the Nature of Things, the 
fame Certainty of Event, in any one 
of the Man’s Aétions, as if they 
were never fo fatal and necefiary ?

King Elizabeth (if I 
may be allowed to call her fo) being wife and 
guod herfelf, had always a wije and good Mi- 
niftry; but her ingloriows Succeffor, who was 
the Reverfe of that renowned Princefs, had C 
always a_foolifh and wicked Minifiry. 

Miniflers will certainly find out the prevail- 
ing Inclinations of their Royal Matters; and 
if they find them good, will, for their own 
Sakes, ftrike in with them; becaufe "tis the 
higheft Intereft, and only Security of Mi- 
milters to keep within the Laws and Conjfiitu- 
tom And we fhall find it true in Fact, that J 
in moft of thofe Reigns which were wicked 
aud arbitrary, the Kings. were of witked and ‘ 
arbitrary Dilpofitions; the Miniflers fuiting 
their Meafures to the Prince's Inclinations. 

This is true of all the Stuarts Reigns, bat 
more efpecialiy of K. Charles I. . For he 
‘eem'd to have nothing fo much at Heart.as 
fetting up arbitrary Power upon the Ruin of 
all our Liberties, (as appears by Lord Clarendon © 
himéelf, if we read the 52d. and 4 or ¢ fol- 
lowing Pages of Vol. I. Fal.

give the Subfidies he afked, he muft ufe thofe 
ether Means which Gud had putin his Power ;

Sa Law.) When be didalved the lat of 
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thefe three Parliaments, he put out a Proc/a- 
mation, forbidding the People, on Pain of his 
higheft Difpleafure, to talk any more of Parit- 
aments. We have nothing to do with his 
private Life: His flawifh Panegyrifis fay he 
was a good Man: and we fay he was a bad 
King, and the worft that ever fateon the Eng- 
lifh "Tiirone, becaufe he had the moft /x'd 
Refolution (as appeats by all his Aétions) to 
deftrey the Confiitutions When Buckingbam 
was dead, he had no Favourite (as Wi 


obferves) all the reft of his Reign, and fo could .

ROM Seville. The Debarkation 

of the Spanifob Troops was 
made the 29th paft. The 3oth an 
Aion happened between the King’s 
Army and that of the Moors, conhit- 
ing of 22000 Men, in which the 
latter were totally routed. The 
Spaniards had 150 of their Men 
wounded and thirty killed, amongf 
whom were five Officers. The rf 
Inftant (or as others Advices fay, the 
2d) the Spani/b Troops enter’d Oram 
and took Poffeilion of it, and of the 
Fort of Maza/guivir; fo that in three 
Days the Deicent was made, the 
Enemies beaten, and the City of 
Oran with its Caftles taken. The 
Army of the Infidels was to be rein- 
forc’d with 10,000 Moors, and 6000 
Turks, who were coming from A/zier; 
but upon the News of the Defeat of 
the firft, they turn’d about, and made 
the beft of their Way home. The 
Number of the Slain on the Part of 
the Enemy is not yet known. Our 
Lofs is faid to be inconfiderable: But 
we hive Reafon to believe the King 
has loit a great many Men, the Moors 
fighting very defperately for near fix 
Hours; and had they been equal with 
usin their Difcipline, as they had the 
Advantage of the Ground, by all we 
can learn, the Viétory would have 
been very uncertain. Eighty Pieces 
of Brafs Cannon, 50 of Iron, and 
12 Field Pieces, &fc. were found 
in the Ciry and Caftles of Oran, be- 
lides a prodigious Store of Ammuni- 
tion of War; Grain in abundance, a 
great Number of Sheep, Oxen and 
Fowls, with a confiderable Quantit 
ot Wool; the City and Caftles having 
been provided for three Months. 


From Hanover: That on the 1 2th 
Prince George of Hef arriv'd there, 
and the next Day waited on his Bri- 
tarnick Majefty at Herenbaufens as 
Cid Prince Nafau Siegen about the 
fame Time; and Count Lenard, who 
Was fent on the Part of his Mafter, 


King of Poland, to compliment 
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his Majefty upon his Arrival in his 
German Dominions. About the fame 
Time the King finifhed the particu- 
lar Review of the Troops encamped 
near Hanover, and feem’d to be much 
pleas’d therewith. The Baron de 
Beveren, great Marfhal of the Pala- 
tine Court, arriv’d on the 2oth, and 
waited on the King the fame Day, to 
compliment hii in the Name of the 
Eleétor Palatine, upon his fafe Arri+ 
val in Germany. 


From the Hague: That an End 
had been put to the Difpute about 
the Succeflion to the Eftate of the 
late King William III. which could 
not be terminated fince the Death of 
that Prince, between the King, of 
Pruffia, Father and Son, and the 
Prince of Nafau Orange. This was 
brought about by Meff. Lincius and 
Duncan, Counfellors refpectively to 
the King and the Prince. 


From Ratisbon : That the Perfecu- 
tion of the Protefanis in Sa/tzburgh 
ftill continues with great Rigour, ef- 
pecially with regard to the Children 
of the Refugees, whom they detain 
againit the Will of their Parents; or, 
at leaft, let none depart till after fee 
vere Treatment. 12000 of thefe 
poor % hg have at different Times 
pafs’d by Ausburg, and 4000 more 
were foon expected. 


From Vienna: That they had re-
